OOD whisky, like good 
& wine and falling in 

love, is a mystery. 
Nobody really knows. exact- 
ly. why two whiskies dis- 
tilled by identical processes 
within a few miles of one 
another can he quite dif- 
ferent in flavour and 
character. Probably the 
chief cause of the distinc-. 
tiona between different 
whiskies lies in the water 
used in their preparation. 
Variations of technique, 
even in the design of the 
plant, and climatic condi- 
tions, also have their effect. 


During the last century a dis-_ 
tillery opened Agthe great 
whisky country of Speyside, in 
the north of Scotland, produced 
avery popular brand. The 
owner, wishing to irerease his 
output, opened a second dis- 
tillery a little further down the 
same watercourse. To his sur- 
prise the whisity produced proved 
to be quite different, Both 
whiskies are still on the mare 
ket, but they are recognised .as 
quite distinct. as

Another distiler whose 
whisky was unsatisfactory 
opened a new distillery drawing 
its water from the same supply 
but further down the hillside, 
and was successful in producing 
quite a good whisky. Presum- 
ably very small differences in 
the mineral content of the water 
can make very ble differences 
in the whisky distilled from it 

Tt { a Uttle difficult to be 
certain when exactly whisky as 
we know it was first produced. 
The reason for this is that 
originally the name’ “aqua 
vitae,” water of life, covered all 
distillations, whatever raw ma- 
terlals were used. Much of it 
was distilled, of course, from 
wine made of grapes, and‘ was, 
in fact, brandy, although often 
flavoured with herbs. 


Water Of Life 


There seems to have been a 
considerable amount of distill- 
ing practised in Ireland about o 
thousand years. ago, and distil- 
lers from that country establish- 
ed themselves in Wales during 
the reign of Henry VIII in the 
16th century, and also in the 
southwest of Scotland. 

But there is at least one 
earlier reference to distilling in 
Scotland, in the Scottish’ Ex- 
chequer Rolly for 1494, which 
refers to “eight bolls of malt to 
Friar John Cor wherewith to 
make aquavitae,” The Friar 
John mentioned must undoubt= 
edly have been -distilling what 
we now’ call whisky, which Is 
prepared from malted barloy. 

The word whisky cqually im- 
plies -‘fwater..of life,” for it 
derives “from the Gaelic “ulsge 
beatha” which means just that. 
In 18th century books we some- 
thmes find it rendered* “usquc- 
baugh,” but gradually the less 
formidable variant, whisky, -be- 
came the accepted name. '. . ”
